Those Condition One Alerts 


During the past month or 
so, we have had a number 
of Condition One alerts 
because of tornado warnings 
from the U.S. Weather 
Bureau and other situations. 
Response has been very good. 
In fact, it has been almost 
too good, and that's the 
occasion for these com- 
ments. We may be going a 
little over-board in response 
to the alert. 

Condition One is defined 
in the Florida AREC Manual 
as "Stand by. AREC officials 
and amateur operators mon- 
tor regular traffic net fre- 


quencies and keep in close 
touch with situation through 
radio-TV broadcasts and 
official sources." This is 
simply a way of saying, 
"fellows, we might need 
you, so keep an ear peeled 
on atraffic net frequency in 
case something comes up. 
Or just keep an ear on the 
radio and TV news broad- 
castsif youcan'tstay around 
the ham shack." It means 
there might be a need for 
emergency communica- 
tions, but there is no need 
now. 

This makes it a very use- 
ful Condition, but if it is 
taken too seriously its use- 
fulness can become impair - 
ed simply because we get 
tired of being constantly 
alerted without any need for 
a full alert. A net can get 
a fast start if its members 
are already tuned in and 
listening when a full alert 
comes, But if the tornado 
warning or other situation 
expires without a commun- 
ications emergency, the 
alert can be cancelled with 
no harm done and no great 
amount of wheel-spinning 
either. 

A Condition One does not 
mean that a net must be 
alerted or that it should be 
made a directed net. Dur- 
ing a Condition One alert 
(or at any other time, for 
that matter), a net manager 
may order a directed net if 
he feels the traffic load is 


heavy enough to require 
this, or to maintain order 
on the frequency, The mere 
existence of a Condition One 
alert, however, does not re- 
quire a directed net. Nor- 
mally, rag chewing by net 
members on net frequency 
is quite in order, unless the 
net manager directs other- 
wise, 

If some emergency situa- 
tion does occur, the chances 
are pretty good that the SEC 
will advance the alert to 
Condition Two and specify 
the net or nets and the Key 
City or Cities which are 
needed. When this happens, 
if you're monitoring, as 
called for by Condition 
One, you'llhear the bulletin 
setting up Condition Two 
and then you'll know what 
you should do next. 

By the way, only an SEC 
can establish an Alert Con-

dition as called for in the 
florida AREC Plan. ©The 
Alert Condition apples to 
the Florida ARPSC system as 
a whole and not merely to 
a simmie. Tet, A Nett inan— 
ager, of course, can alert 
his net athis own discretion, 
with or without word from 
the SEC, but this does not 
establish a Condition One or 
any other Alert Condition. 


So, strange as it seems, 
let's not take Condition Ones 
quite so seriously. They 
don't mean we have an 
emergency. They only mean 
we might have one. When 
we actually have the emer- 
gency, we'll usually go im- 
mediately to Condition Two, 
and that might happen once 
for every ten times we have 
a Condition One.

You knowI expected at least several hundredrequests for 
more information after publishing that short story on the 
“Transformer”, Before I know what I was doing, I wrote 
another one on the "Toroid", I hope it got lost in the mail 
because I thought of a better subject, the "Autotrans- 
former". 

Did you ever want to step the line voltage up or down? 
Say, just a few volts, Or, perhaps you have a spare 5 volt 
filament winding you wished was 6, 3v and don't have the 
courage to tackle the usual 114v/6, 3v variety. We seem 
to always have several five volt windings left over since 
we started using silicon diodes instead of tube type recti- 
fiers. 

As an example we have a five volt winding good for 
three amperes, Rated at 15 watts this same winding would 
supply nearly 2.4 amperes if it could be raised to 6,3 
volts, It is a very simple job to design and build an auto- 
transformer that will do this trick, First select a small 
audio output transformer that is defunct. Remove all the 
windings from the core by simply cutting them away with 
a hacksaw or by disassembly of the core laminations. Make 
a note of the core cross section area and compare it with 
the chart on page 8 of the November FLORIDA SKIP, A core 
. 7 by. 7" would equal. 49 sq. in. , but would be good for 
only 9 watts, as a transformer, As an autotransformer (in 
our problem above) this core will handle four times this 


amount of 36 watts since the step-up voltage is approxi-

Let's discuss once again the various errors that are made 
every day in the handling of traffic, both on and off the 
nets. Perhaps a little airing will make us more conscious 
of these things and may result in producing better traffic- 
kers in general. 

Operating off the net frequency still continues to be a 
major problem and it need not be. Please observe SSB or 
CW traffic net operation and note the close zeroing in that 
takes place. There is a tendency of AM operators to be 
less fussy about this, I believe that this is due to the wider 
bandwidth that this mode occupies. This is all the more 
reason for exercising extreme care in all being on the 
same frequency, Correct zeroing in is a very simple thing 
to do so it must be assumed that rank carelessness is the 
cause, 

Fellow traffickers, this sort of operation does nothing 
but bring down criticism, not just on the few who are 
guilty or the particular net being observed but on every 
AM operator that throws on his switch even though he may 
be himself most careful and capable in this respect. Net 
controls can be very helpful in eliminating this fault where 
carelessness is the culprit by insisting, throughout net op- 
erations, that each individual BE ON FREQUENCY before 
being permitted to list or pass traffic. This is done, I 
know, on both the FAST and CFN nets and has been 
highly effective. It can, I believe, be done in a nice 
polite way without hurting anyones’ feelings and an oper- 
ator who desires to participate in net operation certainly 
should be prepared to follow the instructions of the net 
control station, Will you all try it? 

In recent weeks there has been a tendency to become 
careless in the application of those procedures set forth by 
ARRL for the purpose of standardizing the methods by 
which traffic is written and passed. 

Why isn't the precedence sign used following the num- 
ber? There is nothing difficult about it and it is correct 
procedure, 

The most glaring example of omission is the dropping of 
the check count in the heading substituting XX or in phone 
work using the words No Count. Aside from the fact that 
it is REQUIRED for correct format, common sense dictates 
its’ use as a check on accuracy, Our reputation is none too 
good in this regard, Why make isworse. The check is used 


not only to enable the receiving operator to check his: 


copy for completeness due to his own possible receiving 
error but to also check the sending operator who could 
have been guilty of omission if he happened to lose his 
place while sending. 

Oh yes, the best of us has done this and it was the re- 
ceiving operator and the check count that caught the er- 
ror. I have heard it said that certain traffic just wasn't 
considered important enough to bother with the check, 
This means that it doesn't matter if part of the text is 
missing ornot, If such is the case then the message should 
have never been accepted for transmission. 

In any event if a sending operator insists on no check, 
the receiving operator should not compound the error by 
accepting the message in that form but should insist on a 
message that is complete and in correct format before re- 
ceipting for it, Let's abide by the rules of the game if we 
intend playing. It makes it more enjoyable for all.

Check-ins - On QNI, all that 
is required is DE 
(CALL), It is not nec- 
essary to give the call 
of the NCS. You must 
log the time of check- 
in and check-out. In 
addition, log each 
QNY as a_ separate 
QSO giving the time it 
begins, time it ends, 
and the call of the 
station's concerned, 
On ONX it is NOT 
necessary to identify. 
Just an R will suffice.

mately one-fourth of the primary section, Likewise, the 
primary current is only one-fourth of the secondary cur- 
rent, For this reason of course the wire size need be only 
one-fourth of the secondary size. 

It is obvious we are starting out with a core a might too 
large. Though not necessary we might select a smaller 
one, say .6" by .6", having an area of . 36 sq. in. Using 
the "“square-law" mentioned, this is approximately one- 
third of 1 sq. in. (36 watts), or one-ninth of this capacity, 
or approximately 4 watts, as a 60 cycle transformer. As a 
small autotransformer required tostep up the voltage one- 
fourth, this will easily handle our 15 watts mentioned 
above, with one watt to spare, 

Select the wire size for the secondary on the basis of 
maximum current required. From our chart, wire #20 is 
good for one ampere. We could use four #20 wires in par- 
allel for a four amp secondary, with one #20 for the pri- 
mary winding. Calculating closer from the charts we 
might use two #18 wires for the secondary (3.5 amp), with 
#22 for the primary, Working closer, for three amps in the 
secondary we could use three #20 wires. The primary 
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The turns required can be calculated on the basis of 1 
sq. in, core area requires at least 6 turns per volt. One- 
third this core area will require three times the 6 turns per 
volt or 18 turns per volt, The 5 volt primary will require 
5 x 18 or 90 turns, The secondary will require a step-up 
winding of 1,3 volts to obtain 6,3 volts, On the basis of 
18T/V the 1. 8v secondary will require 1, 3 x 18 or about 
24 turns for practical purposes. 

As you probably know, the primary and secondary are in 
series, very much like a continuous winding. It is advis- 
able to wind the heavy current winding (in this case the 
secondary), next to the core to reduce the copper length 
and thus total resistance. The primary should start with 
the end of the finished secondary. You may join the two 
windings at this point and proceed to wind the primary 
directly over the secondary. 

From the ARRL handbook we find from the wire table 
that #20 requires 29, 4 turns per inch. You should be able 
to squeeze 30 turns into a little over one lateral inch, or 
in the process of straightening the wire, you can easily 
stretch the wire this much. Just don't over-do it. The pri- 
mary will require three layers, The secondary should be 
wound bifilar, that is all three wires wound side-by-side. 
The first layer should be nine turns bifilar, second layer 
eight turns, and the third layer seven turns, making a total 
of 24 turns. 

From the above study we will require a total of six lay- 
ers, by slightly over one inch in linear length, Be sure to 
allow for insulation between turns, If you have been care- 
ful with the polarity of the windings you will find that the 
voltage will be stepped up properly, Be careless and it will 
readily step the voltage down instead. 

Start right here, with a little horse sense and logic you 
can design and build autotransformers to meet any small 
requirement, Review the November transformer article 
and let's get busy.

Well, I see OST has been 
on the Old Time band- 
wagon, celebrating their 
50th year of Ham Radio. To 
most of us this is a long, 
long time. Yep! a lot of 
things have happened, a lot 
of changes havé taken place 
in these few 50 years. 

How many of you have 
seen a wilderness of fre- 
quencies from 200 meters 
down, turn into a civilized 
mess of well organized 
channels, andthen see them 
turn into almost chaos at 
times? If you think SSB will 
cure this chaos, believe me, 
it can only get worse with 
this kind of attitude. 

At the present stage of the 
art, an SSB signal should 
occupy no more than a hair 
over 2000 cycles. Do you 
realize this would only allow 
100 signals in the 75 meter 
phone band, 50 signals in 
the 40 meter band, and only 
75 signals in the 20 meter 
phone band. This would be 
a grand total of 225 precise 
operated SSB phone signals 
with the very best of un- 
wanted sideband rejection 
and band width control. We 
could add at least 350 clear 
channels if we’ could steal 
all of the CW frequencies 
authorized in these three 
most popular bands. 

In passing, don't forget 
that-this "steal" would de- 
prive the CW ham of 1400 
CW channels of 500 cycle 
band width, or at least 4,200 
workable channels since it 
is no trick to copy at least 
“three deep’. 

Getting back to those 225 
clear channels, let me fur- 
ther remind you they better 
be SSB, since normal AM 
with "BC type modulation" 
having sharp cut-off at 5000 
cycles, would leave only 
forty-five clear channels, 
We might double this to 90 
if we used low level and 
high level audio filters de- 
signed to cut-off at 2500 
cycles or sooner. 

What can we do about it?

Everybody 
foolish enough to be up there 
should build their own 
equipment, This is pathetic 
because there are 800 clear 
AM channels in the six meter 
band and another 800 in the
